As we Marchesgalnſt. the Town of carrictſergis, the General recelye 
Advice that 16 Troops of the Inishilfling Horie,& 2 Troops of Dra 

were on their March to join us by Major General Kirb's Order, 

they accordingly did, and at that time they were gcceptable e 
there being no Horſe landed out of England z the next day Collottel 
cy Regiment of Horſe, Collonel Leviſen's Regimen of Dragoons and 
ſeveral Regiments of Foot, landed at the #bitcbouſe near Carrichſriigess 
and upon our March from the Seige, the Lord Delamare”>, and Lord 
Devonſhire's Regimencs of Horſe,and Sir Tho.Gowre's Regiment of Foot 
joined us, ſo that we Intitely Marche to Brlſaft, ſave Sir Hex, Ingoldply's 
Regimen: of Foot left in Garriſon at Cerichſergus, MajatGhueral RIA 
remaining with his and ſome of London Derry Forces at Coleraine.

Luggage and Guns by Sea; in order to meet us at Dunde!h or Draghts 
da; and now there being about 900 of the Iriſh in the Glens tear 
Glenarne, in the County of Antrim, headed by one Mac Donal! Natural 
Son to the Earl of Antrim, who very much Inleſted that Coun 
try. One Capt. S ert was ordered to detach a certain number out of 
Sir H. Ingoldsby's

On September the 4th, we encamped at Dromore, heing lever) Miles 
from Lirbuyn,and received an account that Major-Genetal Mackey wis 
landed a+ Belſeff, with forme Horſe and Dragoons 3. but this proved a& 
miſtake. On che 5th we'encamped ar Lochbraklan, and the Enemy 
belvg then at Newry,\n a confiderable Body, commended by the Duke 
of Berwick;the Isi, Killing Horfe were ordered for theadvance Guards, 
who dlicoverlug tc great 80dy of Horſe, thought fit to retreat, believh 
the Enemy might have purlued, and ſo ſollowed them foto our Camp, 
which wes in a readineſs to rect ive them; but the Enemy lmeglning 
ſome ſuch thing, dld not gt all parfue them, but rhowght to k 
Pafs it the Newry, On our March two Drums belonzing to the

continued ont Camp at the Newry rill the 8th, and the General having 
advice that the Enemy were marched from Dundalł, only leaving ſome 
few Troops there for a Rear-guard, ordered the Inirhilling Forces to 
march forward, and detached 30 Foot ont of cach Regiment, and 20 
out of a Troop, to follow the Inishilling Forces rowards Dunde/Ehaving 
before-ſent a Trumpet to tell them, that if they buxned the Town, ot 
deſtroyed #ny more Towns on <helr retreat, or deſttoy d the Prote- 
ſtants Goods, he would not extend mercy to any that ſhould ha 

In hie power, and that Major General Macarty, then Prifoncc at 2niah11- 
liag, d be executed ; this fo terrified chem, that they march d a» 
way without firing the Town of Dxxdalh, or doing any great harm to 
the proteſtants there; and ar 8 of the Clock at Night we entered the 


Town with theſe Detachments, and found there great fiore of Wheat 


and other Grain, and Salt, laid up in ſtores for the Iriſh Army: when 
the whole Body of theArmy had moved up, we encamped at Dundelh, 
the one part of the Army o the Newry tide of the River, and the 
Dutch Regiments, with the Tsishilling Forces on Dundalk ſide, and in 
ſome few days after had marched ſor ward, but that our Gannon and 
Pcoviſions did not come by Sea ſo ſoon as was expectad, nor were 
there draught-horſes for our March, In caſe both Ammunition, Guns 
and Proviſion had come by the dime expected; which was the chief
